THOUSANDS VIEW BODY 
AT CHURCH ON MONDAY

Every Class of Society Rep- 
resented at Funeral Serv- 
ices Held at the Moore 
Memorial at 2 O’Clock. 


One thousand men and women march- 
ed two and two last night at 8:15 
o'clock from the Moore Memorial church 
to the Union station behind the hearse 
that bore all that was mortal of Rev. 
Gaston R. Buford. They took this 
method of showing their love and re- 
spect for the man who sacrificed his 
life in an attempt to save helpless 
women from death at the hands of a 
drunk-crazed man. 

The procession passed silently 
through the streets of the city on the 
way to the train that was to carry the 
body of the little pastor to his boy- 
hood home in Franklin, Tenn, Behind 
the long line of men and women fol- 
lowed the automobiles that bore the 
widow and the four young children. 

Men of every station of life were 
there, their heads bared, their eyes 
wet with for the man they 
loved. Preachers of every denomi- 
nation, capitalists, policemen, profes- 
sional men and day laborers, all of 
whom had felt the refining influences 
of the worker for the poor and the 
fallen, were in the line of march. 

Women in the Parade. 

Women who had been aided, and oth- 
ers, who appreciated the work he had 
done for humanity when in n¢ed, were 
there. Several women in widow’s weeds, 
clutching the hand of small children 
followed the corpse. 

Busy, bustling Atlanta on its way 
home from the office or on its way to 
the theaters paused as the silent pro- 
cession filed through the streets and 
bowed their heads in homage. Persons 
who knew Rev. Buford only as the man 
who gave his life willingly in an at- 
tempt to save others, stopped in their 
tracks as the procession neared them 
and waited untél it ha@~passed. All 
: ‘When the procession reached the sta- 
tion the six elders of Rev. Mr. Buford’s 
chureh bore the body from the hearse 
to the waiting train. Immediately in 
front of the body marched the pastors 
of the Presbyterian chugches of the 
city. The pallbearers were George T. 
lewis, Sam H. Carson, H. H. Norman, 
I. Cox, W. O. Hollinsworth and A, 
T. Peacock. 

The immediate members of the fam- 
ily, R. S. Carson and A. T. Peacock, 
accompanied the body to Franklin, 
Tenn., where the slain pastor will rest 
in the cemetery of his old home town. 

Ww. J. Zahn, the man who killed An- 
derson after he had murdered Mrs. 
Yahn and Mr. Buford, furnishéd the 
automobiles that chrried the family of 
the dead man to the station. His part-

New York, February 19.—Agents of 
the department of justice arrested here 
tonight two men charged with violating 
the federal law against carrying on a 
military enterprise against a foreign 
country.

The men gave their names as Albert 
A. Sander and Charles W. Wunnenbersg. 
The complaint against them was signed 
by Judge Hand, of the United States 
district court. It charged them with 
conspiring to secure military informa- 
tion in England and Ire 
benefit of Germany.

Ever since March, 1916, when he was 
placed in command of all United States 
forces on the Mexican border, General 
Funston had worked at an unusual 
pace. 

At critical times in border develop- 
ments he frequently remained on duty 
twenty hours of the twenty-four. Be- 
cause of the amount of work which 
has fallen to him, General Funston’s 
only recreation or relaxation for near- 
ly a year has been an occasional din- 
ner party with a few friends. 

Suffered Attack of Indigestion. 

Two week ago General Funston suf- 
fered an attack of indigestion. To use 
his own expression, “I fought it out 
-alone. Later he placed himself under 
the care of Lieutenant Colonel W. M. 
Ireland, of the medical corps, southern 
department, and regained normal health 
and spirits. ‘“‘For three days,” Colonel 
Ireland, said tonight, “General Funston 
had been entirely well.” 

Nevertheless at dinner tonight Gen- 
eral Funston was particularly ab- 
stemious and ate only sparingly of the 
simplest dishes, 

Colonel Malvern-Hill Barnum, Gen- 
eral Funston’s chief of staff, immedi- 
ately notified the war department of 
General Funston’s death. News also 
was dispatched to Mrs. Funston, who 
is visiting her father in California. No 
arrangements for General Funston’s 
funeral have been made. 

Colonel Ireland, who has been Gen- 
eral Funston’s physician for some time, 
said tonight: 

“General Funston’s death was caused 
by angina sclerosis of the arteries of 
the heart. Death was almost immedi- 
ate and without pain.” 

General Funston’s last words were in 
admiration of a waltz the hotel orches- 
tra was playing. 

“How beautiful it is,” he said. 
he lapsed into unconsciousness. 

Besides his wife, General Funston is 
survived by three children, Frederick, 
Jr., aged 10 years; Barbara, 9, and Eliz- 
abeth, aged 8 months. 


of Brooke Building Gives 
Way. 


Eleven firemen narrowly escaped be- 
ing crushed to death Monday afternoon, 
when the second floor of the T. H. 
Brooke & Co. building, at 212 Marietta 
Street, in which they were fighting a 
fire that lasted ten hours, gave way 
under the strain of a big hay press 
and crushed down on them. 

All were injured more or less, sus- 
taining lacerations of the scalp, bruises, 
or were Overcome by smoke and gas, 
and sent to Grady hospital. 

Altogether twelve firemen were hurt 
as the result of this blaze, as Assistant 
Driver J. S. Jenkins, of fire station 
No. 8, was\knocked unconscious on his 
way to the fire at 7:30 o’clock Monday 
morning, when he failed to duck low 
enough in his seat to pass under a 
scantling built across an alley along- 
side the Brooke building. He fell back 
in his seat unconscious, and the man 
on the seat with him grabbed the lines, 
controlling the horses. 

Jenkins was rushed to Grady, where 
he is reported as much better. His 
back was wrenched. 

The escape of the eleven firemen 
when the second floor gave in Monday 
afternoon was miraculous. Some of the 
firemen, it is not known how many, 
were on the second floor when it gave 
way.

A's an agent of the depart- 
ment of agriculture in 1891, he took 
part in the Death Valley expedition, 
then he explored Alaska and the Brit-

BY COMPULSION 


Canadian Plan Left Out of 
Measure to Supplant the 
Adamson Law—Investiga- 
tion Provided for Rail Dis- 
putes. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 19.—(Special.) 
Compulsory arbitration of disputes be- 
tween railroads and their employees, 
Similar to that provided in the Cana- 
dian industrial disputes act, has been 
left out of the bill agreed upon by the 
house committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce. 

Representative Adamson, chairman 
of the committee, in reporting the bill 
on February 5, said the measure agreed 
upon by the committee would provide 
a means for keeping in operation the 
instrumentalities of interstate com- 
merce, The bill authorizes the presi- 
dent to use the armed forces of the 
United States to prevent interference 
with the movement of trains and to 
take over and operate the roads with 
their regular organization in case of 
need. 

“There has to some extent been an 
erroneous opinion prevalent in the 
country,” said Representative Adam- 
£0n in his report, “that our committee 
was dealing with all conditions of la- 
bor, and that it was our purpose to 
break up and prevent strikes. Our 
committee has not deemed we had 
jurisdiction of that, nor we deem 
it necessary to deal with general con- 
ditions'of labor. The duty of the com- 
mittee appeared to be to provide for 
settling such disputes as might intér- 
rupt or threaten the facilities of inter- 
State transportation in the country and 
provide for and insuring the 
continuous, efficient opera- 
tion of such facilities 
in interstate regardless of 
the source interference or 
interruption, proposed, and 
we believe this bill, if enacted into law, 
will accomplish these purposes.” 

Provides for Investigation. 

The first section of the bill provides 
for an investigation of disputes be- 
tween railroad officials and their em- 
plovees. 

The report further is as follows: 

“It is intended that the investigation shall 
have a threefold purpose. That it shall 
inform the public and the railroad people 
themselves of the facis and circumstances 
in each case, and also give the contending

Strikes Not Prohibited. | 

“In this connection it is proper to state 
that the committee did not deem it wise nor 
Just to seek to prohibit strikes and lock- 
outs, either ‘temporarily or permanently, 
without first providing a peaceable, civil- 
ized, speedy and just method or tribunal to 
determine all differences by peaceable 
means. Until such -tribunal or method can 
be established it would not be wise or just 
to take away the right of strike or lockout, 

“Section 2 makes illegal, from whatever 
cause or source, the obstructing of any train 
or vehicle, driver or carrier carrying inter- 
State commerce or the United States mail, 
and after declaring such interference illegal 
provides specifically that the president of 
the United States may enforce the law of 
the United States by the employment of 
armed forces when necessary to prevent any 
Obstruction or retardation. 

“Section 3 enlarges and amplifies a sec- 
tion contained in the last army bill (H. R. 
17498, 64th congress, approved August 29, 
1916) by providing for seizing the lines of 
transportation and communication and 
drafting officials and in cases of 
military necessity during war, or the im- 
minence of war, insurrection, or invasion, 
or any like emergency requiring their use 
for military purposes. 

“Sections 4, 5, 6 and 
for the method of seizing the roads and 
drafting the crews and officials for con- 
trolling and supervising the officers and 
men, and restoring the possession of the 
roads and property to the owners thereof 
when the emergency or oceasion should end, 
for paying due compensation to the trans- 
portation companies for the use of their 
trains, roads and other property so seized, 
and providing penalties for resistance to 
the action of the United States in seizing 
and operating such roads and drafting the 
men.”’

Lube Martin, Accused of Kill- 
ing Policeman, on Trial 
in Kentucky. 


Murray, Ky., February 19. — With 
Kentucky national guardsmen posted 
at points of vantage inside and out of 
the Calloway county courthouse, the 
case of Lube Martin, a negro charged 
with murder of Guthrie Duiguid, a po- 
liceman, was called for trial here this 
morning. 

The scene presented was in sharp 
contrast to that enacted early last Jan- 
uary when Judge Charles Bush arous- 
ed such a storm by granting a continu- 
ance of the negro’s case that Governor 
A. O. Stanley found it.advisable to

make a hurried night trip half the 
length of the state to avert possible 
violence against officials of the court. 

Today everything was quiet. There 
was little excitement and this appar- 
ently was the result of curiosity. 

Last January a mob threatened the 
life of Judge Bush and Commonwealth's 
Attorney Denny Smith, when it became 
known that the continuance in the ne- 
zro’s case had been granted. The two 
officials spent the night in a _ hotel 
which the crowd threatened to dyna- 
som ti unless the negro was returned for 
trial. 

The excitement ended with the ap- 
pearance of Governor Stanley. He ad- 
dressed a crowd in the circuit court 
room, demanding respect for the law, 
announcing his purpose to protect the 
court by his personal efforts, if neces- 
sary, and promising that the negro 
Martin should be brought to trial in 
due cOurse. 

The militiamen on duty at the court- 
house are members of one of three 
companies returned to Kentucky from 
the Mexican border at Governor Stan- 
ley’s request after the outbreak here 
in January. At that time every avail- 
able unit of the Kentucky national 
guard was on the border and when the 
emergency rose there was no force 
upon which the governor could call. 

The case finally was called after 
long delay, due to Martin’s collapse. 
Judge Bush admonished newspaper 
men to give Murray no undue notoriety 
and ordered that nobody with fire arms 
be permitted in the court room. Of- 
ficers under these instructions made a 
superficial examination of those who 
sought to enter. 

Martin was brought from the jail 
under a heavy guard, but no demon- 
stration was made either by the dense 
crowd at the courthouse door or by 
those who filled the court room. 

Two attorneys defended the negro. 
It was agreed that he should have a 
speedy hearing and a special venire of 
sixty was summoned to appear tomor- 
row. 

Martin’s return to jail was without 
incident. 


UNITED STATES BACKS 
MENOCAL GOVERNMENT 


Washington, February 19.—Reports of 
progress by President Menocal’s forces 
against insurgent bands in Cuba in- 
creased the hopes of administration of- 
ficials today that.peace may be re- 
established in the island without Amer- 
ican intervention. It has been made 
plain that the full moral support of the 
United States government will be giv- 
en the Menocal administration and it 
was said late today that no additional 
steps were in contemplation for the 
present, 

Orestes Ferrara.and Raimundo Ca- 
brera, spokesman for the liberal party, 


are here to represent the rebels before 
the state department, but it was said at 
Secretary Lansing’s office that no ef- 
fort had been made by them so far to 
see anyone connected with the govern- 
ment. It was intimated that they would 
not be received as representatives 
of the rebels and that in the present 
situation little consideration would be 
given any representations they might 
make. 

An agreement between the American 
naval commander at Santiago and the 
rebel governor to keep out of the har- 
bor all but foreign vessels was ex- 
plained as an expedient designed to 
prevent the closing of the port. The 
rebel governor _—°¢ not to mine the 
ehannel in return Yor the naval com- 
mander’s promise to see that Cuban 
government boats do not enter. 

The rebels appeared to have made no 
marked progress according to today’s 
official reports, which added that some 
of the regular army which had gone 
over to the revolutionary party in the 
earlier days of te revolt had rejoined 
the government force.

It limit;’’ and under it there 
can be no such thing as authorized ship- 
ments of liquor by quarts nor gallons into 
states in the manufacture and sale 
liquor is prohibited by law. In a few 
lines it pointedly provides— 

That liquor shall not be shipped 
carried in interstate commerce, nor in any 
other manner find its way legally into any 
state in which the sale or manufacture of it 
is illegal! 

The laws of most prohibition states de- 
clare against the sale and manufacture of 
liquor in unequivocal terms; but in almost 
every instance loopholes permit the ship- 
ment of liquor into the state from the out- 
side, in quarts or gallons, solely upon the 
theory. that without such a provision state 
enactments might run foul the constitutional 
guarantee of freedom to interstate com- 
merce. 

Recently, however, the supreme court in 
one stroke—the Webb-Kenyon decision— 
removed any grounds for such fear. 

The Bankhead amendment—which would 
make illegal the circulation in prohibition 
states of any form of liquor advertising 
matter by newspapers or otherwise, through 
the mails, was pending in the senate. Sen- 
ator Reed opposed it, and offered his own 
amendment to that of Senator Bankhead, 
saying in effect: 

“You anti-saloon people pretend to want 
bone-dry, airtight prohibition. Now, show 
us whether you are sincere or not. If you 
want it, here’s the opportunity you’re look- 
ing for!” 

And the senate overwhelmingly adopted 
both the Bankhead and the Reed amend- 
ments. 

Quite surprisingly, the most determined 
opposition to the measure as so amended is 
to be found in the ranks of the anti-saloon 
forces, headed by E. C. Dinwiddie, the 
league's general superintendent, who fought 
it on the pretense of its being “too drastic!” 

No wonder the Methodist church organi- 
gation has roused its forces to action the 
nation over=—as it has—to get back of the 
bill and in demanding its enactment as 
amended. 

“It covers the very thing we have been 
hammering at for twenty-five years!” says 
Dr. Clarence True Wilson, head of the tem- 
perance bureau of the Methodist organiza- 
tion. 

And it covers exactly what the Anti- 
Saloon league has pretended to have been 
“hammering at!” 

It is patent that the enactment of the 
Reed amendment would leave no further use 
nor excuse for the Anti-Saloon league. Its 
object would have been attained; its work 
finished. Its job would be gone—and &0 
would that of Superintendent Dinwiddie and 
corps of spelibinders!

REV. G. R. BUFORD, HERO! 


Had Rev. G. R. Buford been spared to 
live and preach and minister to man to the 
end of the natural course of a man’s life it 
is doubtful if he could have accomplished 
for mankind more real good than will result 
from the example set by the courageous 
manner in which he met death. 

In life he was intensely useful, and he 
wielded a wide influence for good. But his 
death was grandly heroic—it was the high- 
est proof of his preachings. And such a 
death: of such a man, saddening as it is to a 
community, painful as it is to his intimate 
friends and loving ones, can have no other 
than an ennobling, encouraging, wholesome 
effect upon mankind and the world.

SENATE CALLED REED’S BLUFF. 
“REAL PROHIBITION” WILL COME 
IF THE PROHIBITIONISTS WANT IT 


—

Washington, February 19.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Probably no legislation adopted 
at this session of congress, not even except- 
ing preparedness and revenue measures, is of 
more immediate and vital interest to Geor- 
gians than the action taken by the senate 
in voting to dehy the use of the mails for 
liquor advertisements and solicitations to 
be sent into dry territory. By attaching the 
Bankhead bill as an amendment to the post- 
office appropriation bill the senate makes 
sure of a vote in the house on the proposi- 
tion. 

Senator Reed, of Missouri, who represents 
a wet state, will probably have some explan- 
ations to make to his constituents when he 
gets home. 

In an effort to defeat the Jones amend- 
ment making it a crime to send newspapers 
containing liquor advertisements, or any other 
form of solicitation by letter, circular, or 
otherwise into a state where such advertise- 
ments are prohibited, Senator Reed proposed 
an amendment to make it illegal to ship “or 
t@ cause to be conveyed,” intoxicating liquors 
into states that prohibit the sale or manu- 
facture of liquor. 

The senate adopted this amendment and 
then adopted the Jones amendment as thus 
perfected. 

That wasn't 
anticipated. 

Severe Penalties Provided. 

Severe perfalties are provided for viola- 
tions of the law, amounting to a fine of $1,000 
and imprisonment for two years, or both such 
penalties. It is also provided that any pub- 
lisher or his agent who shall “knowingly” 
cause to be deposited in the mails going into 
dry territory, an ‘issue of his journal contain- 
ing liquor ads, shall be subject to the penalty. 

In supporting the Bankhead bill which he 
offered as an amendment, Senator Jones, of 
Washington, said it was a matter of greater 
importance than prohibition since it was de- 
signed to protect the integrity of state laws, 
and prevent the federal government allow- 
ing one of its agencies to be used for the 
purpose of violating those laws. 

The anti-prohibition senators, 
Reed of Missouri, Martine of 
Hughes of New Jersey, 
necticut, and Penrose of Pennsylvania fought 
the amendment. 

Senator Reed said: “Extreme and radi- 
cal and cruel legislation never advances a 
great moral cause. It only produces reac; 
tion; it only arouses resentment in the end. 
I wonder while he was at it why the sen- 
ator did not make the penalty death and 
finally dispose of these wicked editors in the 
electric chair.”’ 

He proceeded to show what would happen 
to an editor of a great New York newspaper 
who should permit a copy of his paper con- 
taining a liquor advertisement to be sent into 
the state of Washington. Senator Reed said 
he could be indicted and hauled across the 
country for trial, and if found guilty, sent 
to the penitentiary. It would be more con- 
sistent, he thought, to punish the man who 
would read a whisky advertisement.

Senator Reed continued: 


“If a fine was to be imposed, I would 
make no objection. If the paper was to 
be denied the right of the mails for some 
period of time and a penalty of that sort 
was inflicted, | would make no objection. 
But to propose to hale a man before a 
court and send him to the penitentiary 
for two vears, a reputable and perhaps 
highly honorable editor of a paper, be- 
cause a liquor advertisement which is 
perfectly legitimate ‘for him to print in 
the state where his paper is published is 
printed and then a copy or a few copies 
of the paper sent into another state—to 
propose to send that man to the peniten- 
tiary for from two ta five years is barba- 
rous.” 

Senator Martine, of New Jersey, whg@ has 
on numerous occasions painted for the sen- 
ate roseate pictures of that grand old product 
of his illustrious state, the soul satisfying 
apple-jack, and invited the senate to in- 
dulge in the intoxicating richness of this se- 
ductive beverage, was utterly unable to un- 
derstand that the proposed amendment was 
offered seriously.

“No 
thought of personal liberty, no thought of 
human rights, seems to enter the mind of 
the average prohibitionist. When he once 
starts out on the real path of prohibition 
everything else must stand aside in order 
that this propaganda of theirs may be advo- 
cated. 

“I cannot understand it. I cannot imag- 
ine men in human form, men blessed as you 
have been with liberal surroundings, exercis- 
ing since your boyhood your desires and your 
wants and your inclinations and your privi- 
leges under a free government, arrogating to 
yourselves so much of wisdom and depriving 
your fellow citizens of their privileges and 
their rights. Here in this late day we have 
a handfull of men in fanatical communities 
proposing to regulate the appetites, the hab- 
its, and soon, I presume, will be regulating 
the dress of each man, woman and child in 
America.”’ 

Senator Vardaman’s Peroration. 

Senator Vardaman, of Mississippi, fur- 
nished the eloquent peroration for the debate, 
saying: 


“Mr. President, this amendment is but 
the crystallization of public sentiment 
which has grown up in this country as a 
result of the knowledge of the pernicious - 
effect upon society of the whisky traffic. 
I personally am in favor of such a law. 
I do not believe that any traffic should be 
permitted the _ privilege of passing 
through the mail which we all know in- 
duces the people to acquire habits that 
we also know to be absolutely baleful. 
The excessive use of intoxicating liquors 
which almost universally comes from con- 
ditions when it is easily obtainable, is 
hurtful to man physically and financially, 
mentally and morally. It is an evil with- 
out a mitigating incident. It is the one 
deadly drug into which the jewels of the 
heart’s best love are dissolved and poured 
into the mouths of men to madden the 
brain and destroy the soul. It has caused 
more crime, heartaches, sorrow, poverty, 
and ruin, blighted more lives, frustrated 
more ambitions, caused more scalding 
tears to fall from the eyes of woman than 
all other agencies for evil in modern so- 
ciety. It is an enemy, malignant, untir- 
ing, sleepless, and unscrupulous, and I 
submit that this great governmental 
agency, the postal system, ought to be 
denied to the newspaper that would sell 
its columns, prostitute its high purposes, 
and poison the otherwise good influences 
that flow from its dissemination to such 
a damnable and outrageous purpose. 

‘“‘A newspaper that holds money above 
morals, pelf above principle, and divi- 
dends of more value than @ human soul 
is not entitled to any special considera- 
tion at the hands of the congress of the 
United States. As has been said by the 
able and patriotic senator from Washing- 
ton (Mr. Jones), the better class of news- 
papers, those that are willing to give 
their best service for humanity and are 
content with moderate interests upon 
their investments, have already declined 
to take whisky advertisements at all. [I 
am in favor of doing everything within 
constitutional limitations necessary to 
discourage, hinder, or destroy the trar- 
fic in liquor. I regard it as an outlaw, 
an enemy to mankind, and if I can not 
strike it in the face I will hit it in the 
back—hamstring it. I will do anything 
consistent with honor and duty as a 
United States senator to get rid of it. 
If the newspapers insist upon a recog- 
nition of their rights at theh ands of 
congress, let them come to this body 
with clean hands. They can not make 
criminals of men, prostitutes of women, 
and: orphans of children and _ then be 
heard to complain to the senate of pro- 
scriptive laws.”

That no letter, postal card, 
circular, newspaper, pamphlet, or publi- 
tion of any kind containing any adver- 
tisement of spirituous, vinous, malted, 
fermented, or other intoxicating liquors 
of any kind, or containing a solicitation 
of an order or orders for said liquors, 
or any of them, shall be deposited in or 
carried by the mails of the United States, 
or be delivered by any postmaster or let- 
ter carrier, when addressed or directed to 
any person, firm, corporation, or associa- 
tion, or other addressee, at any place or 
point in any state or territory of the 
United States at which it is by the law in 
force in the state or territory at that 
time unlawful to advertise or solicit or- 
ders for such liquors, or any of them, re- 
spectively. bis 

Whosoever shall knowingly deposit or 
cause to be deposited, or shall knowing~ 
ly send or cause to be sent, anything | 
to be conveyed or delivered by mail 
in violation of the provisions of 
this section, or shall knowingly de- 
liver or cause to be delivered by mail 
anything herein forbidden to be carried 
by mail, shall be fined not more than 
$1,000 or imprisoned not more than two 
years, or both; and for any subsequent 
offense shall be imprisoned not _ more 
than five years.’ Any person violating 
any provision of this section may be 
tried and punished, either in the district 
in which the unlawful matter or publi- 
cation was mailed er to which it was 
carried by mail for delivery, according 
to direction thereon, or in which it was 
caused to be delievered by mail to the 
person to whom it was addressed: Pro- 


vided, That the postmaster general is 


hereby authorized and directed to make 
public from time to time in suitable 
bulletins or public notices the names of 
states in which it is unlawful to adver- 
tise or solicit orders for such liquors. 


Washington, February 19.—(Special.)—A 
sharp difference of opinion exists as to the 
advisability of adopting the Reed amend- 
ment to the postoffice appropriation bill ex- 
cluding not only liquor advertisements, but 
liquors from any state that has declared 
against the sale or manufacture of intoxi- 
cating liquors. 

E. C. Dinwiddie, general superintendent of 
the Anti-Saloon league forces here, declares 
that the amendment is too sweeping and is 
seeking to have it rejected by the house. 

The charge is openly made that Mr. Din- 
widdie’s action is based on pure selfish con- 
siderations, since, if the measure passes the 
Anti-Saloon league will have completed its 
work. Quoting Abe Martin’s observation in 
the funny papers, Congressman Howard says 
under the Reed amendment “there will be 
more prohibition reformers than saloonKeep- 
ers out of a job.” 

Representative Thomas M. Bell, who will 

be one of the house conferees on the bill, 
naturally cannot, with propriety, discuss the 
matter at this time as one of the house con- 
ferees. 
Representative Moon, of the Chattanoo- 
Tenn., district, chairman of the house 
committee on wpostoffices and post roads, 
will oppose the amendment. 

Representative Crisp, of Georgia, will de- 
mand a separate vote in the house with a 
view to instructing the house members to 
support the Reed amendment. This will in- 
sure prohibition states being bone-dry, he 
declares. 

During the discussion in the senate on 
the Reed amendment, Senator Smith said he 
heartily favored Georgia becoming bone-dry. 
The only reason the legislature had not 
passed such legislation before, he said, was 
because the lawmakers thought it would not 
be legal to outlaw interstate shipments. 

The prohibition amendment to the post- 
office appropriation bill may be voted upon 
in the house tomorrow or Wednesday. There 
is a disposition on part of the prohibition 
leaders to call it yp immediately following 
the army bill and ‘agree to the Reed-Bank- 
head amendment tacked on by the senate. 

While no attempt to canvass the house 
on this proposition has been made, it is 
claimed as certain that the amendment will 
be agreed to. 7 

Thomas B. Felder, of Atlanta; who has 
been an active worker here for the last sev- 
eral weeks in the cause of prohibition legis- 
lation, predicted tonight the passage of the 
bill. 

“I have no doubt that the house will 
agree to the amendment before the end of 
the week,” said Mr. Felder. 

While there has been some doubt as to the 
precise effect of the amendment, probably 
the most authoritative statement of what it 
is intended to do is contained in the explana- 
tion of the author, Senator Reed, of Mis- 
souri. He said the first clause of the amend- 
ment goes further than the mere prohibi- 
tion of the shipment of the goods into the 
state, it makes it a crime to ship the goods 
into the state. The language is: 

“Whoever shall order, purchase, or cause 
intoxicating liquors to be transported in 
interstate commerce into any state or terri- 
tory the laws of which state or territory pro- 
hibit the manufacture or sale therein of in- 
toxicating liquors for beverage purposes, 
and whoever shall within such state or ter- 
ritory Knowingly purchase, drink, consume 
or use any such liquors so transported in 
interstate commerce é6hall be punished ag 
aforesaid.” 

So it is made a crime for any person to 
cause these liquors to be shipped into the 
state. Then it is proposed to make it a 
crime for any person within the state to 
use these liquors or purchase these liquors 
knowing that they were sent into the state 
in violation of the laws of the United States. 
It cannot be doubted that the United States, 
having made it a crime to smuggle goods 
into the United States, can also provide that 
any person who shall knowingly receive, 
conceal or purchase goods so smuggled shall 
be punished. 

It is admitted ever since the recent de- 
cision of the supreme court in the West 
Virginia case that congress has the absolute 
power to prohibit the shipment of liquor 
from one state to another state.

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SUBMARINE 1S SUNK 
BY FRENCH STEAMER 


Liner Guyane Battled for For- 
ty Minutes With Under- 
sea Boat. 


New York, February 19.—In a forty- 
minute hattle between a German U- 
boat and the French line steamship 
Guyane, off the coast of France, on 
January 22, the submarine was sunk, 
according to officers of the freighter, 
which arrived here today from Bor- 
deaux.

The submarine 
fired a shot which fell short and the 
Guyane then turned sharply to star- 
board so that her big 65 millimetre 
gun, mounted at the stern, could be 
trained on the approaching vessel. 

The submarine fired a second shot, 
which fell considerably short, and a 
third, which struck the water close by 
the freighter. 

Meanwhile the Guyane’s gunned had 
sent one shell, which failed to hit, but 
struck very near its mark. SA second 
shot from the Guyane, Captain Rous- 
selot said, hit the U-boat squarely and 
the underwater boat was seen to col- 
lapse. 

During the next thirty minutes the 
German craft appeared to: be strug- 
gling for existence. No one appeared 
on the deck and no further attempt 
to shell the freighter was made and 
the Guyane refrained from firing any 
more shots. At the end of the half- 
the submarine disappeared. The 
freighter’s officers said they had no 
doubt but that the U-boat was lost. 

The Guyane, a steel vessel of 2,068 
net, carried thirty-seven men. 


There were no Americans aboard. She 
brought a general cargo of about 1,000 

ns. , 

“I first saw a steamship flying the 
Greek flag coming in the direction of 
the Guyane,” said Captain Rousselot, 
in a report filed at the French consul- 
ate hre. “I changed by ships course 
nnd then saw what appeared to be a 
small sailboat coming toward the Guy- 
ane at great speed. I was surprised to 
see a sailboat moving so swiftly and 
immediately assured myself that it was 

submarine. 

4 “The supposed sailboat fired three 
shots in succession, which missed the 
Guyane. I had the Guyane turned 
turned sharply to starboard and fired 
two shots. The first missed, but the 
second was seen to strike the sub- 
marine and I think she sank.”
